Isidorus, in addition to being the Bishop of 
Seville around the turn of the eighth century, 
■was a great hand at compiling the knowledge 
of his day. One of the thugs he recorded 'waa 
the manner in which the ancienl Briton? 
brewed their ale; According to an edition of 
the Encyclopedia Britannica, which came out 
. the sameyeuMoUon's Brewery was, founded, 
Isidoruslllra^^ way: 

"TIte grd^^J^éeped in waler'î 
geminate, by which its Jpirits areexciled^ 
fel at liberty; it is then dried and grinded; 
which it is infufed in a certain quantity of water; 
wh^ch being fermented; becomes a pleafant, 
warming and ftrengthening liquor" ^ 

They called the result Curmi. Nowadays we'd 
call it ale. And if it's brewed according'to a 
certain formula which is pretty ancient too- 
dating from 1786 in fact— we call it Molson's. 
Of course, while the fomida for Molson's is 
very old, tiie methods by which ttiè. spirits of 
the grain are "excited and set at liberty" are 
the most modern .known to brewing science. 
Perhaps that is.' why "The «Aie your Great- 
Grondfatber Drank^fisfoyoured by.Canadlans 
over every other.prand. today; -Isidorus; 
in Latin; so he'd probably put it '.'Mihi 
Mohini" ("Make-Mihe Molson's").
